Few student shows in the past fovir years have left such 
an impression on the audience as "Pirates of Penzance" produc- 
ed on the stage of Moyse Hall last night by the McGill Choral 
and Operatic Society. Arthur Sullivan's tuneful score and Wil- 
liam Gilbert's lilting lyrics, of course, did much to capture sym- 
pathy and interest from beyond the footlights; but excellent 
singing on the part of Rae Berlin as "Ruth" and Bruce Hallet 
as the "Pirate King" and the splendid performance of the ^Ic- 
Gill Philharmonic Orchestra on its first appearance really "put 
the show over". Almost on the same standard as these two 
was Max Ford, whose amusing numbers, snowy whiskers and 
comical "business" were the focal iwints of a rollicking, non- 
sensical plot. 

Tlic Socieiy was fortunate in its first night audience. About 
three liundred persons were present, filling t\vo-thirds of the 
haU, and since most of the unoccupied places were sold the ven- 
ture bids fair to be a financial as well as an artistic success. 
Costumes are by far the best seen at McGill since 1927, and 
although not original productions of students, are immeasurably 
better than the tawdrj' efforts in many other shows. 

Defects 



There arc undoubtedly defects, 
atony of them, however, will dliap- 
pear with the . second .md third slag*- 
Sngs.

But, it is very hard to be 
crltic.ll of such an amusins show as 
the "Pirates' and any attempt at ii 
is done with effort.

Some arc 
mado Into .nail holders for use In con 
atructlon work.

Three residences In varj'ing stages 
of completion were visited yestct-day 
by tho students of tho School oC Arch- 
itecture, under tho suiKrvisIon of Mr. 
Philip J. Turner, lecturer In building 
construction. Tho first two visited, 
were on EdgehlU Hond, whllo tho last, 
a largo hou.so for F. S. Molson, was 
on Rcdpath Crescent. 

All houses wore built with stone 
walls, of tho most morlern construc- 
tion, and were pood illustrations of 
tho various ■triidcs connected wltli the 
development of tho building.s. The 
first was designed by Shorey and 
Ritchie, and contained some features 
that aro just coming Into general use. 
Tho most notable among these was 
what 1b known as 4ho Finn typo of 
radiator, mado up of a .scries of metnl 
fins ."ibout central pipe.";. This is 
claimed to distribute tho heat better, 
and In addition is concealed behind the 
walls, thus doing away with unsight- 
lincss. \. 

Novel Finish For Walls 
The cntninco hall to this house liad 
a large semi-circular stair at ono end, 
and the walls were finlslicd In a novel 
manner. Instead of trowelling tho 
plaster to .a smooth finish, a sponi^o 
was u.sod, giving an uneven finish. 
Tho representative of tho Contractor 
who was tliero to cNpIain llielr future 
intentions, rrmurlicd ih.Tl this wall 
would bo Kiven .a h;\Kri co.il of p.nint, 
which would bo rubbed off in parts, 
to expose the bare plaster. Many col- 
ors would bo oppllcd, and all would 
bo run together, to gel good harmony.

would be a co.it of f-hplluf, which 
would allow tho wall to bo fleaned 
with soap and water, witliout detri- 
ment to the materials. .

"Polish Minorities" will be the topic 
which Fred Valkenburg ' will discuss 
at a meeting of the League of Nations 
Club to bo lield on Tluirsduy night in 
Slrntlicoiia Hall ,ii S;1G. This Is .n 
subject of liiici'e.'^t as the C|uestion of 
niinorlLics lias alw.ays been of great 
Importance to. the Lcncrue of Nations 
on account of the consequences which 
it has had on the peace of Europe. 

Recently Oormany and Poland h.avo 
iiad cjuso to clash becauso of certain 
complications which .iroso during the 
elections in PoKand- Tho Prussian 
minority made charges against Polish 
govcrninent officiait) alleging irregu- 
larities' In the formation of the elector- 
al lists. There has also been trouble 
wltii Russia over tho Ukrainian an * 
While Russian minoriUca wliicli are 
found near the RusBl.m boundaiy of 
Poland. 

Valkenburg comes from Holland and 
has mado a careful ntuily of tho mat- 
ter, whicli augurs well for the quality 
of his I'emarks. Tlie Polish consul- 
gcneiftl, M. Gustavo OlechowskI and 
.scvnral proininent members of the 
slnfi' Jiuvc proinlKed lo be prcKont.

Cameron as tho speaker, Cameron 
wa.s president of tho Society last year, 
and besides being fenluro Editor of 
Dally this year, ho icccnily received 
the distinction ot being appointed 
Rhodes Scholar for Quebec for 1031, 
and gavo a lecture on Oscar Wlldo

Joyce Ii Different

is at present at work on a huge phil- 
osophical novel in which he exporl- 
inents liberally with language, often 
coining: word.s . •on) .soveial Ir.ngua'iisi 
In order lo give a composito Image. 
Ilo la'himself master, of IS languages 
Including Sanscrit and Arabic. Only 
pi.rts ot this hugj work havo boon 
puldished up to now, though it la 
said to be near completion, 

Ulysses I* Outstanding 

.M ibo KngMsh Society meotins 
hùuevor only Ulyaaes will be -ilscuas- 
cd.

Teaching Methods Have TS'ol 
Crushed Individualism And 
Vitality of Pupils 

"The child and tho schools" was 
the subject of an address given by Dr. 
B. -\f. Beat at the Westmount V.M.C. 
A. yesterday afternoon. This was the 
second of .1 series of addresses given 
by Dr. Best dealing v.-!:h tho sociolo- 
gical conditions and tendencies in- 
fluencing tho child of today. The 
term school was used as applying to 
tho education of a child from kinder- 
garten to college. 

"It Is only," -said the lecturer, 
"within tho lost hundred years that 
education Ii.ir become se%-^r.i!, in other 
words that all cl.asses of ciiildron have 
had the opportunity ot education at 
lea.st up to the entrance Into High 
School." Many people are now ot the 
opinion, however, that tho sy-stem of 
education at tha prosent day has bc- 
coino too .stand.ardlzed and that the 
education of the child, as one ot a 
group tonds to crush the individualism 
and vitality ot the youthful mind. 

Isolation of a Chl'id 
There are people who bellevo that 
I ho isolation of a child from tho com- 
panions he meets In tho streets and 
at school would pri)duro a rof'nod and 
Idealistic Intcllefit. but tho.=o persons 
did not reckon with the Inherent qunlU 
ties In mankind and the impossibility 
of complete absence of contact with 
every day life sooner or later. 

However .school haxo achieved suc- 
cess In many way.<i, and dcflnito pro- 
grew has been made In tho methods 
of education used. Tho schools arc 
tho Im?»! known nicdluni.s for tran.s- 
mlttlns cultural Ideals, as In tho ca,so.'i 
of lllonitnro and hl.slors". They also 
aro cap.T.bly setting before the student 
tho results of scientific knowledge and 
tho practical methods used. Schools 
havo been most .suci.'cs.sEul in furnish- 
ing the tools ot knowledge, such as 
reading, writing, spelling and all the 
mechanics ot learning. They play a 
Inrgo part In tho training ;ind fnrni- 
tng of character along tho Unes of 
good I.eliavloiir and honor. 

Difficulties Before Schools 
■ The problems which the schools 
have t»! face, at the present day, arc 
difficult and knotty ones. "In tho 
first plaoo." slated Dr. Best "sc'.iools 
are In constant connect wltli other 
educational agencies, namely .the com- 
munity and. In some cases, the 
liome." Owing to Iho outside Inter- 
ests there Is great competition for the 
control of the child's attention. TJven 
when In -school, the attention Is often 
di\'1ded bcca.UÉ'e at the present day the 
distractions are so numerous. Then 
loo, the school Is not unified in re- 
gard lo Its alms. Owing to ni.iny dif- 
ferent oliJcctlvcH, the school has bo- 
come a hodge-podge. There Is great 
conflict concerning tho method of 
teaching and learning, which has 
caused a dlvorco between Ihoso who 
know and Ihoso who act. The great

Yesterdays proceedings mark- 
ed tho commencement ot tho unveil- 
ing ot four great columns th.it havo 
Ijeeii offered by the toivr largest Do- 
minions of tho Kmpirc. Lord Irwin, 
the retiring Viceroy, officiated at thl.9 
formiU opening. 

The Canadian Column, unveiled by 
Sir Arthur Currie, ia ono ot four at 
the comers ot a great raised court 
!n front ot t^' main building, la 
152.? it wa.<i arranged that Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand and Soutli 
Africa would provide a column to be 
unveiled at the occislon of the open- 
ing. The Canadian Parliament ap- 
propriated $3,000 for the purpose. Tho 
columns aro ancient asoka In design, 
named .itter the V.uddU'at Emperor of 
India in ti.-^ third century, CC. Th^ 
architect is Sir Herbert Baker. The 
columns aro massive monoliths ot Ii- 
dlan stone. 

Description of Column 
This conception takes its origin 
from the monolith coijinii.^ which 
were erected ia many places In India 
by the Emperor Asoka during the 
third century B.C. as aj-mbols ot the 
Establishment of tlie religious and ad-

Death Penalty Is 
Upheld in Debate 

Stnarl And Talbot Defend 
Capital Punishment 

Cipital punisliment was upheld in 
lh» Arts '33 Ucbato yesterday afternoon 
when tho Issue "Itcsolvcd that capital 
pmtlshment should bé abolished," was 
successfully refuted by Smart and Tal- 
bot. The meeting which was hold In 
roor. VO of the .\ns building wa» 
Judged by Fred Stone and K. ii. Ma- 
•son. Tho debaters for the affirma- 
ilvo wore Lavut and Brenhouse. 

In his argument for the negative. 
Smart said that though many coun- 
trie.s such as France, Germany, Itussla 
and oiliers had done away with capi- 
tal punishment for a time it had not 
been successful and had been brought 
back Into use. He asked why should 
wo not punish a man for taking his 
brother's life. He also advanced the 
theoi-}' that the United Stales had 
sunk back Into crime and disorder due 
çroatl.v to tho fact that capital pun- 
ishment had not been enforced as 
rigidly as it liaa been In law-abiding 
countrle-s- such as Canada. 

Murderer Should Be Punished 

Talbot also speaking for the nega- 
tivo said thai a murderer takes away 
tho fundamental thing and sliould "lO 
puni.-;hcd for lifting his liand against 
society. W'a havo. advanced in thought 
yet wo still accept capital punishment.. 
•Morally, financially and practically It 
is tho best, 

Brenhouso, leader ot the ipifflrmative, 
advanced tho fact, that tho world Is 
cantlnu.-illy advancing in thought and 
Ihereforo wo should do away with it 
as being out of place. It has outlived 
Its usefulness. Crimo has been prov-

Can wo find a parallel in the often 
nstinctive jiltitudc or righteous indigna- 
ion if not horror on the part of typically 
îonservative people in' Western Europe 
ind America tow.i.rd Russia, in tlie sinii- 
ar attitude of the same classes of people 
n Europe to the French Revolution for 
ibout twenty-five years during and after 
hat earlier conflict? From another point 
jf view it can be partly demonstrated that 
Kononiic forces dictate the most recent if 
lot both of these phenomena. But surely 
t is possible that within ten or fifteen 
rears the necessity of being anti-soviet to 
36 within the pale of respectable society 
will have become a quaint chapter in liis- 
lory, explainable in terms of the circum- 
stances in which it existed, but remem- 
aej-ed mostly by .students of the present 
period. \ 

Every schoolboy knows of the reac- 
tions amongst the young English poets of 
:he time of the French Revolution, how 
.Toleridge and Wordsworth found it neces- 
i&ry to become hostile toward the un- 
heaval in France. But it is not difficult 
:or careful asVeU as casual students of 
;hc French Revolution to appraise its real 
contribution to posterity, although they 
io not ignore the bloodshed and ruthless- 
ness of the actual events. In other words, 
one can -attach no little importance to the 
•xork of Robspierre, Danton, Marat, and 
others without being .suspected of stand- 
ing for terrorism and tyranny. 

Of course there are keen students of 
Lhe Bolshevist experiment, who prognos* 
iicate nothing but I'uin for Russia, or 
Cliina, or Europe, or America, or the 
vv'orld as a whole, or all of this because of 
the dictatorship of the proletariat in the 
U.S.S.R. Some people, who prefer not to 
forecast anything in the political or eco- 
nomic sphere, see these statements — 
'.vhether hysterical i or calculated — as 
mainly the expression of the conscious or 
subconscious wish of the writer. Certain- 
ly self-confessed reliable observers have 
been calling for a catastrophic breakdown 
ever since 1917, and undaunted still con- 
tinue in the same vein with only lesser 
phases of the new order on Russia being 
attacked. In 1928 the Five Year Plan 
could never succeed; today it cannot suc- 
ceed in four years or some minor industry 
.s a few tons behind its schedule, so the 
plan will not succeed as it should. In 1933 
it will perhaps be pointed out that the 
plan was not such an achievement after 
all. 

This is not an attempt to decry critic- 
Ism of Russia ; it is merely to show that in 
spite of the typical critic being within his 
rights as a free citizen, it is entirely prob- 
able that the next immediate generation 
will not take him nearly so seriously as 
he took himself. ■ ■'^'it^^■m^ 



\ of the great inventions in science have 
[ been the result of people disagreeing with 
■ lomeone else's ideas and undertaking an 
I investigation of their own to discover the 
correct information. 

Many people form their own opinion 
on certain subjects and never condescend 
to listen to the other side of the question, 
and by this error in judgment go through 
life with a decidedly narrow outlook. They 
never attempt to see the other fellow's 
views and in this regard may bo consider- 
ed as a failure. If we all followed Mr. Ram- 
say MacDonald's advice and disagreed a 
little more, we would pei'liaps not only rea- 
lize some of our own mistakes, but also ac- 
quire a more broader outlook and a higher 
regard for humanity. 



We Live To Disagree 

When Premier Ramsay MacDonald 
received an honorftiy degree from McGill 
at a special convocation held in Moyse Hall 
a year ago last November; he was also 
made an honorary member of the McGill 
Debating Union Society. In accepting 
this membership, Mr. MacDonald urged 
hi« fellow members always to be sincere 
in debating. "Debate because you dis- 
agree," he said, "and thank God that you 
do disagree, for if you don't come aci'oss 
someone whose opinions differ from your 
own, you will remain in error all your 
days". 

The truth of these words is indeed 
evident. If we always agreed upon every- 
thing just wliat would happen to this world 
of ours? In a short time the whole uni- 
verse would h& in a state of stagnation 
and mental decay; initiative and ambition 
would be suppressed and before long we 
would revert to a state of primitive men- 
tal ability. ■

The Pirates 
Of Penzance 



GILBERT 

Some people have a taste for oratorio, some for 
grand opera, some for blood and thunder melodrama; 
but you can have theae In an ensemble with plenty 
more besides If you visit "The riratcs of Penzance" 
this week. Gilbert points his Jpltes nt nil the figures 
of our entertainment, their fads and fancies, and 
laughs up his sleeves nt us who go to see Ihcm. Ills 
Infectious humour, which is echoed by Sullivan In 
every bar— no pub crawls a deux implied— makes 
the heavy burden of such a production a. blithesome 
taste. 

In America it is peculiarly appropriate to recall 
that "The Pirates" was the first of their works not 
to be 'pirated' by astute eavesdroppers whose bus- 
iness It was to bribe the orchestra leador or other 
and waft the operetta across the Atlantic. That 
was over fifty years ago, but ago has not withered 
the risibility of grave music applied to ridiculous 
situations. 

The play is, of course; a tako-oft of early Vic- 
torian melodrama, but most solid pompous English 
institutions feel the point of his s.it|rieal bodkin. 
Pirates who spare orphans— often; —policemen who 
indulge in sentimental retrospection on the simple 
pleasures of the burglar "when he's not a-burglin"; 
major generals who arc theoretical encyclopaedias 
and practical nincompoops: all are here. 

Bcvlews of amateur operetta should be written 
after the last performance, not the first, but the 
actors wormed to their work very quickly last 
night. Max Ford, the military manager of many 
maidens, was perfectly at case In a classic role, 
Bob Calder, the pirate apprentice, seemed some- 
what oppressed by the occasion, but acted the ro- 
mantic and singularly dutiful lover to Llleda Dodds, 
whose lUge presence was assured and charming 
The Pirate King, Bruce Hallett, gave the complete- 
He to hla unplratleal Daily Portrait and accomplish- 
ed a role of fiery passion mingled with bursts of 
tenderheartedncs to our satisfaction. But rtao 
Berlin, contralto lead, captured highest praise 
among the cast: contraltos, somehow, never let one 
down. Do gentlemen prefer contraltos? This one 
alas, was spurned at the early age of forty-seven! 

Evidence was not wanting, in the chorus work, 
that another dress rehearsal would not have come 
amies. The grouping was better than the concerted 
gestures; where they scored best was in Ta-ran- 
ta.-ra and Pcnsance versus Follcc. 

The staging of "The Pirates of Penïance", In 
two acts only, Is too simple to be a matter for deep 
concern. Congratulations to and may their ef- 
forts never grow less.

SULLIVAN 

The Choral and Operatic Society is consistent. 
They are improving sloadlly, and their first per- 
formance, last night, waSvas notable an advance 
over their dress rehearsal, as this was over their 
broadcast. The choruses proved by far the best 
feature of the evening, whllo Bruco Hallet as the 
Pirate King, and Pae Berlin as Ruth came very 
close to them. Nobody can deny the beauty of Sul- 
livan's music, and it is extremely well demonstrated 
In this opera. Some of the melodies can hardly be 
Improved upon, and have an indescribable charm, 
that Is not found among any of the other com* 
posers. The rhythm Is unique, and plays Us part 
in the success of the entire opera. 

Buliivan wrote the music In a pitch Just slightly 
too low for the finger chosen to play Ruth's part, 
but Rae Berlin acquitted herself creditably. Ker'e 
Is a smooth rich voice, as was ably shown when 
she was within her normal range. Bruce Hallet led 
his Pirate Band with a fin© voice, strong and un- 
derstanding, set off well against his general ap. 
pearance. Max Ford, the Major-Oeneral and his 
part, is BO well known by now, that he needs little 
criticism. If anything, the greater dramatto ability 
allowed him under the conditions, resulUd In even 
a better presentation. The Sergeant of Police, played 
by Stanley Allen, deserves praise, for much of the 
humor depends on his performance, end though a 
very good volçe Is not essential, an understanding 
one is, and this was accorded. 

tilleda Dodds unfortunately suffered from u. 
cold, but In spite of thle, her efforts indicated an 
ability both a« a singer and an actor. She has a 
very fine soprano voice, and l« heard to best ad- 
vantage among the higher notes. Bob Calder as 
Frederick was the only one who did not equal his 
work at thé rehearsals, and was noticed going flat 
more than once. Occasionally, bis voice resumed its 
natural etrenB^b, but lack of control could not keep 
it so. Kate, one of the Ma jor -Genera rs daughters, 
cannot sing, pven though she has fine diction when 
talking: the rest of the soloists were comparatively 
good. 

Mention myst be made of the Orchestra, who 
performed remarkably well, sounding as good as 
any professional group, and surpassing all hopes 
that might have been held for It. Their accompani- 
ment was both Intelligent and sympathetic, and 
ihoir tone surprisingly pleasing. 

The few encores given were misplaced, anil in 
any case were not any addition to the performance. 
People that look for the omateurlsh tone, will find 
It, but the wise who know what usually to expect 
from a group of this kind will be pleasantly sur- 
prised. Mr. Cooper the Musical Director deserves 
unstinted praise, for his efforts have bscn success-

.Vear the village of Tracadia, Now 
Hrunswick, Canada, Is a colony of 
people barred foievor from the oul- 
.sldo world. It Is II leper colony — a 
burial place for the living dead. 

Jtarciy ni-c vi.sltors allowed on Ihe 
.^ruuiid.'!, bill tliroiigli a specl.nl dis- 
pensation, Pliilli-,. Therlaull, Carlbr'i 
.Me., BOplionioro In tho College of 
Knglncerlnç, was given that privilege. 
While attending «chool In the Ooinln- 
ion, he visited the colony, spending 
a liny there eonver.Ming with the lepers 
noting their modo ot living and the 
existing conditions. 

According to Therlault. persons 
who havo contracted tho dlseaso- arc 
attacked by a general nerve paraly- 
sis. One'of the men to prove that he 
had no Fonsalions ot cither heat or 
cold, hold his hand directly over a 
lighted candle 'for about 10 minutes 
suffering no III effects. 

The- colony, whfch covers an area 
of more than ncvon acres. Is surround- 
ed by a fence. Once a patient enters, 
ho never returns. The rest of bis 
days are spent In this small colony 
with about a hundred companions 
similarly nfflietcd. 

As f.ar aa possiljle, tlio colony Is .an 
eooiionilc unit, ralsli..-; on lis fijrm 
land practically oil the food rcfjulrcd 
for Its own use, Tho farming Is done 
by men who arc physically fit. When 
It Is found necessary to bring In 
products from tho outsldo, drivers 
bring trucks to a clearing where the 
articles are placed, and then drive 
awoy .without having come In direct 
communication with the lepers. After 
tho departure of the driver, the conir 



may sound to you but It Is very real 
to.nie. 'God hath mode of one blood 
all nations for to dwell on, the earth,' 
and that blood flows freely from oiir 
hearl.<i to yours.

Was Son of Vintner 
Bom the son of a vintner, bo grew 
up on Thames i^treet. on London's 
wnler-front. and tlieio came in touch 
with all sorts ot peopio and trades. 
Then we lose sight ot him for a while 
until ho again appears ns u page-boy 
at tho court. How ho got thcro is not 
certain, hut wo know that ho must 
havo had somo kind ot Influence. From 
the court ho went to the Prencli wars, 
and while tliero was taken pri.soner 
by tho French and held for ransom. 
In spite of his Imprisonment, nowhere 
In his works do wo find anything 
which would lend us to believe that 
ho harbored any resentment against 
the rrench, nnd he thus strengthens 
the Impression given both by his own 
wot-ks anil from llio pictures of hini 
which havo como down to us, that ho 
wnK in every way an easy-going, lov- 
able and benevolent character. 
Made Rapid Progreai 
After the wars, ho married, and his 
wife seems to havo been very Influ- 
ential In i-oiirl cireloH. for from the 
ilato ot Ills entering that iinfortuna'i 
state, although his conjugal lite docs 
not appear to have been the most 
carefree, his advancement In llto was 
rapid. As a business-man ot the first 
water he was made head ot tho cus- 
toms office, in whieii iiohillou he fuo- 
ceeded to .«urh a deqrro liiat bo was 
enaljled to have a deputy, who as Is 
usual with such people, did most of 
tho work while our poet derived most 
ov' tho credit and tho profit. 

Greatest Vertificr

Chaucer was great 
l)ecau!-c ho Is undoubleilly lh(! greal- 
e.-st rtaconteur or story-teller liio world 
has ever seen, either in our own or In 
any other language. Not even Rabel- 
ais or the great Latontatno can sur- 
pass him. Although he Is not capable 
of any of thi.- superb flights of mind 
wlii(-li aro the characterl.'itlc of the 
immortal Dante, uii :l wielder ot the 
mighty mea.-'urc ho is as adroit nnd 
as highly civilized ns the greatest of, 
his modern successors. 

In the courso ot his lecture. Mr. 
Claro gave numerous Illustrative ex- 
tractM from tlio fiintcrbnry TiLic.--, ami 
then closed llie adiire.'^s by remarking 
in lii.s own inimilable. ilramatlc way 
that Cliauecr now la.v. In tho I'oets' 
Corner ot tho Abbey, beside tho kings 
and (iiieens among whom he had lived 
and worked, surrounded by tho bu.^t- 
ling traffic of a world just coming In- 
to being at tlio end of his days, 
asleep.
